Developer awaits decisions

BOYNE CITY — It was a 
meeting full of details and talk 
of riparian lines, survey lines, 
degrees and legal advice. But in 
the end, the big picture came 
into focus — does the city want 
developer Glen Catt’s water- 
front project and if not, does it 
want to risk the possibility of a 
future development proposal 
that may be much less desirable. 

It was generally acknowl- 
edged that the One Water Street 
private property under discus- 
sion at the Boyne City city com- 
mission meeting on Tuesday, 
Jan. 13, would be developed by 
someone. 

No one who attended: the 
meeting or any of the city com- 
missioners voiced opposition to 
Catt’s plans as a whole. The 
issue is whether it is palatable to 


the city for boats at One Water 
Street’s marina to cross over the 
city’s riparian lines for ingress 
and egress. 

Catt, who is anxious to get ap- 
proval so he can prepare for 
construction, presented a “Com- 
mon Boundary Agreement” to 
commissioners with the hope 
that it could be approved on 
Tuesday. That didn’t happen, 
but commissioners did agree on 
the location of the city’s riparian 
line that had been in question, 
not a minor hurdle cleared for 
the development because it 
means Catt could build docks up 
to the line. 

The number of people who 
voiced opposition to the One 
Water Street marina. was out- 
weighed by those who spoke in 
favor of it. But several people 
wondered if the marina slips 
could be cut back. 

Resident Penny Hardy was 


one who brought up that option. 

“Could Mr. Catt redesign the 
marina so boats stay within his 
own riparian lines?” she asked. 

But, Catt later said that the ri- 
parian rights to the north of his 
proposed marina are not neces- 
sarily the city’s. The city has a 
claim that it owns the property 
at the end of Water Street, com- 
monly known as the “triangle” 
piece. However, Catt said his at- 
torney has conducted extensive 
research that goes back to the 
1870s and he is confident that 
Catt owns the property. 

Catt said the whole issue 
began when he started the proc- 
ess of deeding his rights to the 
triangle piece over to the city to 
insure the city has 100 percent 
ownership with no dispute. 

“All I am asking for in return 
is for the city to recognize that 
our marina will be built to the n- 
parian line and to agree to allow 


boats to ingress and egress to the 
martina,” he said. “This 
shouldn’t.be a big issue because 
the city has already agreed to 
both in its letter to the DEQ 
dated Nov. 22, 2006. I am ask- 
ing for nothing more in the 
Common Boundary Agreement 
than the city has already agreed 
to in the letter to the DEQ.” 

If Catt had to revise the size of 
the marina it would add addi- 
tional engineering and design 
costs. The DEQ permit requires 
Catt to build the marina as it is 
currently designed. Any major 
revisions would require the de- 
veloper to go through the DEQ 
approval process again and re- 
start the process with the Army 
Corps. 

Those who oppose the marina 
say the public’s view of Lake 
Charlevoix would be hindered.

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Breezeway update: 
Opportunities for C-48 residents

Last Tuesday, the task force 
that has dedicated itself to the 
generation of a new and sus- 
tainable route of business 
from Atwood, through Ells- 
worth, to East Jordan and be- 
yond met for a work and _prog- 
ress-reporting session. The 
route has been labeled “The 
Breezeway” by. the commit- 
tee. 
In attendance were local 
governmental officials, 
Chamber of Commerce lead- 
ership, support associations 
and interested citizens. 
Perched in the middle of the 
Banks Township Hall confer- 
ence table was a plate of mon- 
strous, resolution-busting, 
home-made cookies. 

The presence and position 


- of those cookies, for more 


than one reason, proved to be 


_ adelicious and symbolic 
” focus of the meeting. 


They were provided by 
Phillip and Carolyn LeVan- 
way of LeVanway Farms. 
Early on, the LeVanways be- 


came involved with “Breeze- 
way” planning and activities, 
most notably, the Ellsworth 
Farm Market. Those cookies 
are one of their products. 
They see the “Breezeway” as 


_ a new business opportunity. 


The driving force behind 
the committee’s efforts is to 
provide opportunities for 
more new commerce just like 
LeVanway Farms. 

Riding the recent wave of a 
$20,000 grant from the state, 
this task force meeting includ- 
ed subcommittee reports from 
oversight, marketing, roads, 
signage, and farni market 
aspects. The grant has ob- 
viously infused the group with 
fresh momentum, and there 
was much progress to share. 

A new Breezeway logo has 
been designed. Collaboration 
between Mark Postma, East 
Jordan Mayor, and Laurie 
Lesser Hodgson of North 
Bays Design resulted in a logo 
that will be easier to read on 
road signs . 

The marketing subcommit- 
tee revealed detailed action 
plans that will result in a web- 


site by early February for the 
Breezeway. A discussion en- 
sued thai incorporated a vari- 
ety of ideas and strategies for 
links to various local, state 
and out-of-state sites that will 
promote tourism. That discus- 
sion also include a decision on 
a website domain name. 

The farm market report in- 
cluded a schedule that will be 
similar to last year with hours 
from 8 a.m. until noon in Ells- 
worth on Saturdays and 
Thursdays in East Jordan 
from 9 a.m. until 1 p.m. The . 
markets will expand offerings 
from produce and home made 
foods to craft products. 

The signs committee had 
taken GPS coordinate read- 
ings for each C-48 sign on the 
route, and plotted them on a 
map. This will assist in plan- 
ning for future Breezeway 
sign placement and numbers. 
There was also discussion of 
billboard placement at the two 
ends of the Breezeway (At- 
wood and East Jordan) that 
point the way to the Breeze- 
way and encourage a “rural 
ride” instead of staying on the 


main highways. 

All of these plans have ac- 
tions with dates of completion 
that just add to the developing 
reality and enthusiasm of the 
entire project. 

Banks Township Supervi- 
sor, Thomas Mann and Ells- 
worth Village President, 
Hugh Campbell led a discus- 
sion that involved road im- 
provement. It is a subject that 
is difficult to get a handle on, 
because much of the strategy 
and planning involves utiliza- 
tion of infrastructure funds 
being discussed by the federal 
government. They are work- 
ing closely with both county 
road commissions, however, 
to do what can be done to po- 
sition C-48 near the top of 
priority lists. 

East Jordan/Elisworth 
Chamber of Commerce Pres- 
ident Mary Faculak turned the 
meeting’s attention to those 
that live along the Breezeway 
route. It is her hope that 
people who live on the 
Breezeway will become in- 
spired to start new businesses, 
and know that the chamber is 
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ready to help them do that. 
Part of the plan is to have an 
open house for those residents 
and communicate with them 
on a regular basis via the web- 
site and a newsletter. All of 
these actions will happen in 
the near future. 

Jan Kellogg, of Northern 
Lakes. Economic Alliance is 
overseeing the work of the 
subcommittees, and elicited 
budget forecasts for the needs 
of the group. Her immediate 
task is to decipher the logis- 
tics of just how money distri- 
bution from the state grant 
will take place. The subcom- 
mittees are poised to begin 
spending. 

As often as one of those 


' LeVanway cookies was sam- 


pled during this meeting, so 
was mentioned the opportuni- 
ties for those living along the 
Breezeway. To a person, all 
on the task force are hoping 


that the creativity of people 


and their desires to capitalize 
on what this project has to 
offer will equate to a revitali- 
zation in the area for com- 
merce. They believe that, like 


the LeVanways, businesses 

will emerge, ask the chamber 
for assistance in startinga 
new venture, be plotted on the 
Breezeway website map, and 


be immediately promoted via 


the Internet. 

There is no lack of vision on 
the committee. What will com- 
mence in but a month with that 
Breezeway website is just the 
start of a new road through the 
country, identified with signs 
along the way, listed in the 
Breezeway brochures and 
magazines and may one day 
even be highlighted with its 
own welcome center. 

Task force meetings are 
held the second Tuesday of 
each month, usually in the 
Banks Township Hall, and all 
are welcome to help make this 
very tangible dream a reality. 
Further information can be at- 


tained from the city hall in 
East Jordan, the Banks Town- 


ship office and the Chamber 
of Commerce office in East 
Jordan.

Get screened 
regularly for 
cervical cancer

The best way for women to prevent cervical cancer is to sched- 
ule regular appointments to detect any cancer or abnormalities. 
This month, public health officials are recognizing this disease 
and are urging women to get screened. 

Experts believe that almost all cervical cancer deaths could be 
prevented by a combination of safe sex practices, routine Pap 
tests, and appropriate follow up of abnormal Pap test results. Even 


_ with this information, over 100 women died from cervical cancer 


in Michigan in 2006. , 

Pat Fralick, Director of Family & Community Health for.the 
Health Department of Northwest Michigan said a Pap test should 
be an important part of a woman’s routine health care to detect any 
issues that may lead to cancer of the cervix. 

Most cervical cancers are slow-growing and develop over a 
lonig period of time. During this time, abnormal cervical tissue can 
be detected easily by a Pap test and then removed by a health care 
provider before the abnormal tissue develops into cancer, accord- 
ing to the Health Department. 

-The Michigan Cancer Consortium Sccininehda regular Pap 
tésting and speculum exams for women beginning at age 21. The 
Health Department is even offering women ages 40 to 64 from 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet or Otsego counties without health in- 
surance, or with health insurance that does not cover Pap tests, eli- 
gibility for free tests as long as they meet certain income guide- 
lines. 

Cervical Cancer is caused by the Human Papillomavirus 
(HPV), the most common sexually transmitted virus in the United 
States. In 2006, the FDA approved a vaccine that prevents against 
two strains of HPV that are responsible for 70 percent of all cervi- 
cal cancers. The Health Department recommends the HPV vac- 
ciné for females, ages nine to 26 and it is available at Health De- 
partment offices in Mancelona, Charlevoix, Petoskey/Harbor 
Springs, and Gaylord. — 

Fralick said this is the first vaccine the Health Department has to 
prevent cancer. With the organization using Jan. as the month to 
promote wellness against this disease, please get yourself tested 
and make it a permanent part of your healthcare routine.

Family Economic Stress 
Model (FESM) 

FESM results from a study 
conducted by Conger and 
Elder addressing relationships 
between economic downfall 
and children’s mental health. 
Economic hardship was 
defined, as hardship that pri- 
marily affects family mem- 
bers through problems in 
making ends meet, through 
the shifts that need to be 
made to handle everyday life. 
Furthermore, disruption of 
customary life patterns was 
found to be the gateway 
through which the conse- 
quences of national economic 
recession impinge upon fami- 
ly members (Congeret al, 
1994). Changes occur for food 
and clothing buying, 
decreased doctor or dentist 
visits while cutting back on 
child-related expenses. 
Subsequently, economic 
struggles and unemployment 
increase depression, feeling 
like a failure, anxiety, psycho- 
somatic problems (fatigue, 
poor health), social dysfunc- 
tion, substance abuse and 
gambling problems. 
Importantly, research shows 
that parenting can become 
more punitive for younger 
children, acting out for male 
adolescents rises while female 
youth internalize the family's 
stressors.
